Pacific Tea Company, 
said today. 
“It would be foolhardy to attem pt 
to predict the full im pact of our 
defense effort on the food Indus- 
try,” he said. “Some foods may be 
in short supply and price trends 
will depend on a number of factors 
over which grocers have no control, 
but the prospects are bright that 
the American people w ill continue 
to receive an adequate supply of 
food.'' 
Mr. Hartford also predicted that

achieved by the food industry in the 
psst w ill be an im portant national 
asset In any econom ic shift the fu­ 
ture m ight bring."

O ne of the most im portant phases of tile recent 
I loover address on foreign policy is that it automatically 
compels a host of foreign countries which have been 
playing along both w ith us and with Com m unist Russia 
to m ake up their minds which side of the fence they intend 
to alight on.

Consider the situation of England. T he British peo­ 
ple have enjoyed, one way or another, the use of uncount­ 
ed billions of A m erican dollars to help finance their pink­ 
ish experim ent in State Socialism. 
In return for these gifts, we have gained neither 
British loyalty to our diplomatic objectives, nor material 
assistance in supporting the burden of trying to "contain’* 
C om m unism . England has acted as though she was doing 
us a favor in accepting our help. She has made* her ow n 
trade treaties with Russia, has felt herself quite free to 
juggle currency and set up trade barriers against us. She 
pulled out of Greece and left the job to us, pulled much of 
her occupation force out of G erm any and left the job to 
us, walked out of India and left the future of that vast 
nation to fate and the Russians. 
I be truth of the m atter is that for all her pretense of 
being a "dem ocracy,” the British nation under the Labor 
P arty has been a quasi-dictatorship infinitely closer in its 
philosophy to the Russian pattern than to the concepts of 
our ow n Constitution. 
T he present rulers of G reat Britain were elected on 
the strength of promises to be "cooperative" with Russia 
— not with the U. S. A. T he big attack against W inston

Richmond, who now operates be­ 
tween Morrisville and Trenton and 
Yardley, has already tiled for a 
PUC permit to extend hi* bus serv­ 
ice to the same general area aa tar 
as Tyburn Road.

The Venezuelan government 
now in the hands of a Junta headed 
by German Suare* Flamerieh, but 
the Communists, 
while officially 
outlawed as a party, are still busy 
generating hate against the U. S. 
As in other Latin American coun­ 
tries. they attack “American im­ 
perialism.’’ American Investments, 
(Articularly In oil, and the “im- 
perialistic war in Korea." 
Economically. Venezuela is one 
of the world s largest suppliers of 
ail. Its geographic proximity to us 
makes 
it 
more 
important as a 
source of supply than the Middle 
East, especially in the event of war 
with the Soviet Union. 
This source of supply could be 
vital to the United States. In World 
Wur ll. .for, instance, Venezuela 
supplied us with almost one and a 
half million barrels of oil daily, or 
almost enough for the U. S. Navy’s 
Atlantic Fleet. 
In addition. Venezuela Is rich in 
Iron ore. possessing some of the 
purest deposits in the world. It is 
also the biggest customer for U. S. 
exports in all (altin America, and 
tile second biggest cash customer 
Iii the world. 
Washington notes that the Com­ 
munist influence in Venezuela be­ 
gan developing in the early 30’s, il­ 
legally. 
The party 
first became 
legal in 1!14F> under President Isaias 
Medina. 
Shortly thereafter the Democratic 
Action Party of Homulo Betancourt 
— leftish. Hut 
non - Communist - 
came into power, only to fall in 
UMX. 
There are now two Communist 
elements In Venezuela, tine stems 
from 
the 
official 
party 
(POV), 
which was outlawed last May fol­ 
lowing a strike iii the oil fields. The 
lither is the Proletarian Revolution­ 
ary 
Purtv. 
usually 
identified 
as 
PBP i d meaning Communist. 
The PUP ICI is now the only re­ 
maining legal party dominated by 
Communists. 
Its chief strength is 
in labor unions. 
Mexico often is cited as a classic 
lase of the historical causes for 
f’ommunist exploitation of hostll- 
ly to the United States. 
Public activity of the Communists 
in Mexico is not important, says 
Washington, but they have made 
Inroads in two classes—the “Intel­ 
lectuals’* and the union workers. 
Sometimes, according to students 
of Communist activity 
in 
Latin 
America, there seems to be a hair­ 
line difference between the strongly 
nationalistic Mexican revolutionary 
ideology and tile Communist party 
Vine, insofar as they affect relations 
with the IT. S. 
The two, however, should not be 
confused. The s t r i c t l y Mexican 
revolutionaries are strongly nation­ 
alistic and therefore unfriendly to 
frow ra s e o a r
